Its iH- 
reetor is a|ipoinled h.v ihe I’resideni with the 
advice and consent of the Cnited Slates Senate. 
Ihe I iiilrd .flairs Liovcniiiti'iit 
Manual descrihes Ihe inirpose of ilie Cl A as 
"the coordination of the intelligence activities 
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of (In: M'vcL'al < ici\a riinn.'iit ilt'paiiiiu'iils ami 
agencies ill llic inlcrcsl of iialimial security." 
'I'lic law ..spcciflcall\' pidciiie.s, .slates the Coii-

1 low- 
cver, the director is respoiisihle I'or ]irolecliiig 
intelligence sources tind niethods from nnatilhor- 
i/A'd disclosure." I'he .Army and Navy intelli¬ 
gence and the Slate 1 teparinicnl are now re- 
(|nired to channel their intelligence data lhri.>ltgli 
the Cl.\ for analysis and inler]irelalion, staled 
Rontild Rohinson in his Saturday t^Ti'iiinj/ I'osI 
tirlicle, " riiey hight the Cold W ar I'tider 
Cover.” 'I'lie h'cderal I’urcan of Invcstigtilion 
relini|nisheil its waiiinie Latin .Americtni net¬ 
work to the Cl,A and, in the held of itilcrna- 
liontil intelligence, the I'lil is now rc.sponsihic 
only for connlercsiiiona.ge activities vvilhin the 
I idled Stales and its ])ossessions. 

While 1 lillcnkoeltcr is the first director of 
the CfA as such, his iiredecessors in central 
intelligence work were Lieutenant (ieneral 
I loyl S. \ tindenhcrgand Rear .Admiral Sid¬ 
ney W. Sonerswho is L.xeenlive Secretary 
of the Nationttl Security Council. 'J'hesc shifts 
in conuuand have heen seen hy the L’liitrd .S'lalcs 
iVctiM' :is one of the ohsladcs that I lillenkoeller 
lets had to face to make the Cf.A fully ciTcctivc. 
Other ohslacics, according to the same source, 
have heen "the si|nalihle helwen the Army’s 
CI-2, Xaval Tnlelligence, and the Sitile l)c|iarl- 
mcnl :is to Cl.A’s esact fimclion,” and the ;i|i- 
prehen.sivencss of Con.gressineii “at the idea 
of the Cniled Stales indulging in infernalional 
ospion.'ige.” 

"I'lic disliirliances in Colonihia during the first 
week of the fnler-.Amcrican Conference which 
coiivened in Bogota on March 20, 1048, pre¬ 
cipitated the first jinlilic iiivcsligalion of the 
work of the CI.A. 1 lillcnkoeltcr wa.s called hc- 
fore the 1 fonse Lxeenlive l‘l.\]ienilllnres snh- 
coniinillee on April Ls to testify on charges 
that the CI.A had failed to warn the Slate Dc- 
parlinenl of any possihle violence. Ilillenkoct- 
jer declared lluil the Cf.A “did know of unrest 
ill Coloinhia" and that a CfA dispatch front 
Hogola, <laled March 22, revealed that "ad¬ 
vance delegate [of the Slate lhc]iarlnicnl| O. f. 
f-iberl . , . does not consider it tulvisahic to 
notify the Sttile DepaiimenI of this situation, 
since he feels adequate protection will he given 
hy police and does not want to alarm delegates 
iindnly.” 

Snhscqnenl to the Bio.gola incident two sur¬ 
veys of the CfA were condticicd, one hy the 
Hoover Commission, the other hy a grottii ap- 
|ioinka[ h\' the I'resideiil and headed h\- .Allen 
DullesClarke Beach, W ashington corre¬ 
spondent of the Xew A’ork Herald Tribune, 
slated that the “llooxer Coiniiiission indicttled 
that on the wdiole it felt Cf.A had made a good 
start.” .Admiral Leahy, wdio rcporledlr- was 
respon.sihle for I llllenkoeller’s apiioininieni to 
the Cf.A, has said that “no niati in the country 
h:is ;i heller grasp of the meclumies of foreign 
intelligence (han^ 1 lillcnkoclter” (Rohinson's 
words), tind is said to give him iier.sonal credit 
for virtually all ol CI.A's accomplishments. 
.According to Rohinson, its director receives an 
aninial salary of $14,000,
